Surrendered its Charter. 
“Good Hope” Grange of McDonough 
county, Illinois, recently surrendered 
its charter and disbanded on grounds 
set forth in the following resolutions: 
Ke.mlvert, That the original principle* for 
which the organization was Instituted have 
been entirely overlooked and ignored, In that 
the officer* have assumed powers that are 
tyrannical,arbitrary and entirely subversive 
of good order In the lodge and in the commu­ 
nity: that the officers composing our grand 
or Htate organizations are not the true repre­ 
sentative* of the members of the Order se­ 
lected for that pupose, being ex-offlcio mem­ 
bers of the same: and, also, that the officers 
of the National Orange have nrrogated to 
themselves—and that, too, under the work­ 
ings of the Order—unwarranted and system­ 
atic autocratic authority, ruling as with a rod 
of iron, fiom whose edicts there is no appeal. 
fJotoieerf, That large sums of money have 
been and now, and in time to come) collected 
by the several state Oranges and the Nation­ 
al Grange, for which no adequate return lias 
ever been realized by the individual mem­ 
bers of the Order. 
Jtnoh-cd, And further there lins been, from 
time to time, through the state and other offl- 
hers of the Order a disposition to change the 
organization from its original plan of mutual 
benefit to the members thereof, to that of a 
political party, thereby injuring and destroy­ 
ing all that was calculated to unite and ele­ 
vate tlie community it was designed to bene­ 
fit.-/foto/red, It is burdensome and expensive to 
the members of the Order, without adequate 
compensation for money expenses; that it is 
now engendering n spirit of class legislation, 
mutual distrust between the agricultural and 
commercial intercourse of the land, thereby 
demoralizing and debasing the standard of 
relations the community bears to each other.- 
And further, that the Order as ruled by de­ 
signing men connected therewith, has been 
entirely prostituted from its original purpose, 
and brought Into subjection to further person­ 
al and political interests to al! of which 
we do most sincerely and emphatically pro­ 
test.We print theso resolutions in full, 
not because we entertain the faintest 
notion that any “ large Grange ” like 
the “ Good Hope ” was said to be, 
ever adopted them, but in order that 
our readers may see the quality of 
nonsense a few railroad organs and 
monopoly advocates are attempting to 
foist upon the public. We have no 
doubt but that a chartered Grange 
named “ Good Hope ” did pass the 
above resolutions, and we will con­ 
cede that immediately thereafter it 
surrendered its charter; but we do not 
believe, nor do we believe any intelli­ 
gent man believes, “ Good Hope ” 
Grange was respectable either in num­ 
bers, integrity or intelligence. It is 
quite probable the Grange was organ­ 
ized and the charter procured for the 
sole purpose of adopting the above res­ 
olutions. It is not hazarding a great 
deal to say that “ Good Hope” was 
made up of scheming office seekers 
and disappointed politicians, who, 
finding their cloak too thin to deceive 
honest men, sold out to the monopo­ 
lists and sought to injure the Grange 
cause by sending forth 1 hese wonder­ 
ful resolutions. If the truth could be 
reached, we should find that the 
“ Good Hope ” did not number twenty 
members, and among these not a prac­ 
tical farmer could he found. We 
should not be surprised if the opening 
sentence of the first resolution was 
composed with a view of conveying a 
double meaning, and the words, 
“ principles for which the organiza­ 
tion was installed have been entirely 
overlooked and ignored,” meant to 
convey the true intention of the organ­ 
izers of “ Good Hope.” At any rate, 
we do not apprehend that the farmer’s 
cause will sustain serious injury from 
the surrender of “ Good Hope” char­ 
ter, nor do we imagine the number of 
Grangers will be materially decreased 
by the disbandonment of Good Hope 
Grange. 


An Educational Journal. 
Through the kindness of Dr. L u c k y , 
City Superintendent of Public Schools, 
we are in receipt of the initial num­ 
ber of the Pacific- Coast Educational 
Journal. The Journal is published at 
the well-known and popular printing 
house of J. II. C a r m a x y & Co., and 
W. W. S to n e is editor, and the new 
educator is to appear only quarterly. 
It is designed to fill the place made 
vacant by the narrow - mindedness, 
illiberality and hopeless imbecility of 
of the California Teacher. The num­ 
ber before us is filled with articles of 
general interest to parents, teachers 
and pupils. A free expression of 
thought and opinion is apparent 
throughout the contributions, and in 
his salutatory the editor talks as one 
having no little self-admiration circle 
to serve, and gives promise of a broad, 
high, liberal course, which will com­ 
mand for the Journal the respect and 
co-operation of all intelligent teach­ 
ers. We cannot hope for much from 
an educational publication that ap­ 
pears but four times a year. We are 
moving far too rapidly to remember 
these quarterly stopping-places. The 
lesson begun in one is forgotten long 
before we reach another. The pub­ 
lishers must issue the Educational 
Journal once a month. Its mission 
demands its appearance at least that 
often. While we are in the role of 
counselor, let us urge editor S to n e 
to guard against a danger which will 
beset him from this time forward— 
that of becoming the organ or Sail 
Francisco’s school ring. He will find 
it difficult to avoid this danger. If lie 
becomes its victim he must strike the 
words “ Pacific Coast” from the title 
of his journal. There are excellent 
schools and accomplished school­ 
teachers outside of San Francisco, 
and an educational journal can only 
become useful and popular in the pro­ 
portion it is frank and fair and impar­ 
tial on all issues and with all locali­ 
ties. A popular journal of this char­ 
acter must open its columns to all 
opinions on education and matters 
pertaining thereto. Men and women 
who have devoted themselves to 
teaching differ on tho best mode and 
manner of doing it. Let them discuss 
these modes through the columns of 
the Educational Journal. It is by an 
interchange of ideas and a comparison 


of plans that bad features arc removed 
and the best system attained. The 
Journal may assist teachers and ad­ 
vance the cause of education through­ 
out the State. Let it appear monthly 
and let it be frank and outspoken in 
tone and liberal in sentiment, avoid­ 
ing, cliques, rings, sectionalisms and 
and one-manisms, and it \vill become 
in fact what it is in name—The Pacific, 
Coast Educational Journal.

hundred of debt-oppressed churches. 
France is the last nation to which 
this scheme presents itself. She is 
terribly in debt. Trade is dull and 
taxes are high. The suggestion has 
been made to overcome this trouble 
by licensing gambling, under Govern­ 
ment control. The German gambling 
places are all closed. If France should 
act on the suggestion she would he 
filled with the sporting men and wo- 
mcn of the world, and her license rev­ 
enue would be immense. 


We hear it reported that in many 
sections of the State the owners of 
vineyards are digging up their vines 
to make room for more profitable 
crops than the grape is proving. To 
dig up our vineyards is a great waste 
of time, labor and money. Men have 
spent years in growing these vines, 
and so much valuable time should not 
be thrown away. The greater portion 
of the vines of this State produce the 
wine grape, and it is the product of 
this grape that the grower finds it 
difficult to sell at a profit. Suppose 
M’e try the raisin grape. It might be 
grafted into the wine vine, and thus 
the growth of years would be saved. 
The raisin grape of California is 
among the finest in the world, and 
the raisin market is world-wide. 


T h e Express claims that its adverse 
comments on the verdict acquitting 
F e r n a n d e z '.vas made on a knowledge 
of the testimony. This leaves the 
matlcr where we placed it. Twelve 
men find the verdict, and the Express 
brings in a minority report, in which 
the jury is made to consist of apolo­ 
gists for manslaughter.

An exchange says Brigham Young 
has been making his M ill, and left his 
friends from five to tyn children 
apiece. 
Dr. Settle, of Seattle, has just re­ 
turned from Yakima, W. T., with two 
sacks of gold dust from the Swauk 
mines and elsewhere in those parts. 
There are some good-sized nuggets. 
Lloyd Mellon, an old miner of Trin­ 
ity, and one of the first settlers of 
Helena, M as found dead a feM’ days 
ago in the Ophir gulch. It is sup­ 
posed his deatli was caused by intem­ 
perance aud exposure. 
Three prisoners recently escaped 
from the Walla Walla (W. T.) ja il- 
two half-breeds and a white man 
named Fox.

Prof. Danton’ s Last Lecture of the Course. 
Grange Hall was pretty well filled 
last night to listen to Professor Den­ 
ton. He commenced by saying, the 
course of our planet from the first has 
been forward—onward towards per­ 
fection. 
Its course lias not been 
smooth, or uniform by any means. 
Life lias at times been swept off from 
large portions of the earth; deluges 
have devastated certain portions of 
the planet in different ages; floods 
have swept off millions of people; but 
there never has been a general deluge, 
covering the whole earth at once. 
This could not have been. Geology 
proves this to a certainty. There is 
not a geologist on earth now who be­ 
lieves this. In speaking of the drift 
formations lie said we find boulders in 
the north of our own country, but they 
disappear in the south. Dpi ft-beds 
exist where boulders are found. Go 
down to tlie bod rock in tlie drift-beds 
and we find it often, polished. This has 
been done by ice during the cold 
periods in the history of the planet. 
On the Alps glaciers twenty miles 
long, half a mile wide and eight hun­ 
dred feet thick exist to-day, and are 
moving at the rate of one foot per day. 
These drifts or glacial desposits have 
born formed by ice. lee one mile 
tldek must have swept over New En­ 
gland, scoring down the mountains. 
These deposits are ou a large scale

icy on the Globe. 


here. W hat made it so cold during 
the drift period ? I do not know. I 
have no means of knowing. There are 
many theories, but they fall to the 
ground. The Professor here explained 
several theories relative to the drift 
phenomena. The earth is 3,000,000 
miles nearer the sun in W inter than 
in Hummer, yet that is the coldest 
season. Two hundred and ten thous­ 
and years ago the earth was 13,000,000 
miles further from the sun in Winter 
than in Summer. There were great 
ami instantaneous changes in that pe­ 
riod, causing trees and animals of one 
clime to he found hy people of alto­ 
gether different climates. These drift 
beds formed in the cold period 
are interesting 
from 
the fossil 
remains deposited therein. Mon­ 
ster animals then existed — deer 
whose antlers were twelve feet long 
and weigh eiglity-five pounds. These 
deposits embrace tin* bones and works 
of man with the remains of animals. 
Mail is here discovered for tlie first 
time. These were animals of our pe­ 
riod. Man must have been a rude 
barbarian—a cannibal. Flint knives 
and arrows and man’s carcasses have 
been found beneath animal remains. 
We can’t tell the age of these deposits 
—'tis mere conjecture, some put it at 
250,000 years ago and some at 500,000. 
The old theory that the earth was 
created in six days, and nearly six 
thousand years ago and in its present 
state is'exploded long ngo. He could 
not go into the origin of man in this 
lecture. Early mail was low and can- 
ihalistic. Geology has taught many 
valuable lessons relative to our race, 
and is now teaching us much which 
should interest us. Í will now speak 
of the changes going on at present, 
and we need not leave our own 
country to observe wonderful changes 
lias taken 35,000 years for the Niag­ 
ara Falls to work their way from 
Queenstown, seven miles below, to 
their present position. The time will 
come when they will reach Lake Erie. 
They are moving one foot per year 
now. A man with geologic eyes and 
geologic brains behind them can see 
wonders where the unlettered man 
sees nothing. The islands of our own 
country arc being cut down. Long 
Island will one day he a short island. 
England is being taken away fast. 
The sea is making a conquest of Great 
Britain. Think what millions of years 
will accomplish at the slow rate of the 
change making now. There is more 
land surface on tlie face of the globe 
now than ever before. While in some 
part# the earth is sinking and is 
stripped ofi', in other parts the land is 
being lifted up, as in northern Europe. 
Rivers effect the greatest changes. 
The Mississippi river lias formed 
a delta at its mouth of 13,030 
square miles. 
In 13,000 years it 
will fill up the Gulf of Mexico. Cuba 
will be annexed by a very easy pro­ 
cess, if Únele Sam will let her alone 
till then. We, and all we have, will 
lie preserved in these deposits now 
being formed, for the wonder and 
amusement of the ages to come. Riv­ 
ers all over the earth are filling up the 
sea, and eventually these formations 
will lie lifted tip. The earth is not 
cool yet hy any means. Gas is escap­ 
ing, the inside is cooling. We only 
realize the convulsions when earth­ 
quakes take place. 
These convul­ 
sions squeeze out the asphaltum. 
W hat will tlie ten thousandth gener­ 
ation see? The earth is advancing, 
perfecting, becoming better fitted for 
man's use, and man is advanc­ 
ing—is rising higher and higher 
in t lie scale of being. His high 
distiny cannot be realized -now. 
The lecturer brought the house down 
frequently hy his eloquence and mirth 
and aptness of illustration. 
At the close, Judge Charles Lindley 
arose and made some remarks regret­ 
ting exceedingly that the Professor’s 
lectures liad not been more highly ap­ 
preciated hy our citizens, hut felt that 
the people were just getting waked lip 
to their interest and importance, and 
moved that this meeting express its 
views thereon and secure, if possible, 
further lectures. 
Professor Denton staled that next 
Monday and Tuesday evenings are the 
only ones he can devote thereto. 
Un motion, Gen. VoineyE. Howard 
was called to the Chair, and Dana C. 
Pearson was elected Hecretary. 
The Chairman made some appro­ 
priate remarks, when, on motion of 
Dr. Edgar, a committee of three was 
appointed to draft resolutions expres­ 
sive of the sense of those who have 
listened to Professor Denton, and to 
make arrangements for the future lec­ 
tures. 
Dr. Edgar, Mr, Mourenhaut and 
Geo. Hanson were appointed said com­ 
mittee. 
Oil motion, the committee was in­ 
structed to publish the results of their 
action in the three daily newspapers 
of tiiis city. 
Professor Denton announced that the 
subject of his lecture on Monday 
night will lie “The Origin of Life and 
Man;” That for Tuesday night “The 
Races of Mankind and their Destiny;” 
or else the following subject: “Scien­ 
tific Evidences of Man’s Future E x­ 
istence. 
On motion the meeting adjourned.
